Weed Inspectors are compelled t6/ou by variot’s superintendants a3 to 


discharge the duties imposed upon 
them by this Act. No district in 
the Provifice has a better or more 
law-abiding class of farmers than 
we have and none more likely to 
recognize the value of the Act and 
conform to its regulations. Incase 
some of our readers may have over- 
lookcd some of the provisions, we 
are asked to draw their attention to 
the following important sections: 9 
Section 4, It shall be the duty 
of every occupant of land, or, if 
the land be unoccupied, it sball be 
the duty of the owner thereof or 
toe duly accredited agent or agents:
